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NEWS ROTES, 



The Old Whitley House in the East 
End. 

About 21 miles from the little village 
of Crab Orchard stands the oldest brick 
house in Kentucky. It was built by 
Col. Wm. Whitley In 1783. Col. Whit- 
ley was ime of the tirst settlers of Ktn- 
tucky. He was a comrade of Boone, 
Kenton, Henderson ami Clark. After 
learing the forts of Boonesboro and I.o- 
Ksn he came to the present site of Crab 
Orchard and erected the first brick 
house in the State. Mr. Whitley went 
to Virginia to secure the material with 
which to furnish his house. The house 
is very quaintly built and ornamented 
with many carvings. It is a 21 story 
house situated on an eminence called 
“Sportsman Hill” by Col. Whitley. On 
each end of the house glazed brick are 
arranged so as to form diamonds, which 
adds much to its appearance. The win- 
dows are built seven feet from the 
ground as a protectinn from the Indians. 
The doors are made of two layers of 
plank put on a frame diagonally and 
driven full of nails. As no locks were 
obtainable in those days, bars were 
used to fasten the doors. We first en-

Alex Johnson, a Negro who had been 
indicted for criminal assault, was taken 
from jail at Cameron, Tex., by a mob 
and hanged in the courthouse yard. 

In a statement at Nashville Thomas 
S. Bush says he killed Dr. McF. Allen 
because Mrs. Bush told him she had 
been criminally assaulted by the physi- 
cian. 

James M. Alla way, a commission 
merchant of Los Angeles, Cal., was 
killed by a burglar at the residence of 
his brother, Edward Allaway, in Chi- 
cago. 

Gen. William Booth, of the Salvation 
Army, address'd a large audience in 
Carnegie Hall, New York. It was the 
farewell address of his visit to America, 
and he was given a great ovation. 

Joe Dean, an 18-year-old boy, called 
Julia Johnson, a girl also in her teens, 
to the door of her boarding-house at 
Norfolk, Va., and shot her. He then 
shot himself in the temple. Both will 
die. 

The steamer City of Birmingham, of 
the Ocean Steannship Company, struck 
a letlge in the Boston harbor while 
bound out for Savannah and sank in 
10 fathoms of water. The crew es- 
caped. 

Because he had been refused the 
hand of a pretty country girl, Jesse 
Cummings, of Daviess county, placed 
thebairelof a shotgun in his mouth 
and with a stick pushed the trigger. 
His head was blown off. 

The first shipment of gold recently 
engaged abroad reached New Y'ork, |8,- 
000,000 arriving on the Kron Frinzessin 
Cecilie. This is one of the largest gold 
consignments ever receivetl and it is 
counted on to exert a salutary influence 
in increasing the stock of available 
funds. 

Night riders burned two bouse* on 
the farm of a Mr. Hendrix, in Trigg 
county after forcing him to leave his 
home and show them where the build- 
ings were located. One of the houses 
was occupied and the tenants were 
forced to leave and remove their furni- 
ture, after which the torch was ap- 
plied.
